Success of Whitney Two-Year- 
Olds Feature of Year’s Racing.

Fifteen Out of Twenty- Six Al- 
ready* Winners, with Others 
Still Uncovered. 



(BY EDWARD W. COLE.) 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 23.— It is 
quite a record to begin the year with twenty-six 
two-year-olds, fifteen of which are already recorded 
winners, including victories in stakes, and then 
have nearly a dozen left in the barns that are 
prospective winners. Not only this, but several of 
the fifteen winners have more than one race to 
their credit, thereby adding to the stable his- 
torically and financially. These facts are entered 
upon the books of H. I*. Whitney, whose stable is 
under the management of his trainer, James Rowe. 
What is more, there are at the present writing 
forty yearlings belonging to Mr. Whitney being edu- 
cated and three others the property of the Green- 
tree Stable. This gives an idea of the enormous 
amount of labor and expense there is attached to 
running a big stable of race horses, especially when 
there are at the least a half dozen stallions on 
the farm and any quantity of brood mures. “The 
mares are increasing every year, too,” said 
Mr. Rowe, “as we never sell any of the fillies, 
having so many good stallions to breed them to 
when the blood lines suit and fit in.” Mr. Whitney 
also buys a mare or two when he sees one that he 
believes will be advantageous to improving his stock. 

“We don’t run in many races,” continued Mr. 
Rowe, “Mr. Whitney preferring to race his stock in 
stakes; in fact, I rarely look at the conditions of 
the races to come unless they are for maiden two- 
year-olds, ami when we run in them it is just to 
give . the horses a chance to get acquainted with 
racing surroundings. We have a fine band of horses 
in the stalls, quite a number of which have not 
been shown, but they will all win races or I am 
much mistaken.” 

NO SECRETS IN WHITNEY STABLE.

After Mr. Rowe had made this prediction he was 
asked if he wished his statement published con- 
cerning the two-year-olds which he claimed would 
wiu races, adding that such matters were generally 
conceded to lie stable secrets. “We have no secrets 
in the Whitney stable,” answered Mr. Rowe. “All 
the horses Mr. Whitney owns and breeds are public 
property so far as their racing is concerned. As 
soon as they are on the track they do the best they 
can. There are no secrets. All Mr. Whitney wants 
is to win races and breed good horses, which is 
what every sportsman wants — to assist in dignifying 
the turf and make it what it should be, the high- 
est of all forms of sport. The richer the stakes 
Mr. Whitney’s horses win the more pleasure he 
derives. I could win many of the smaller purses 
with the horses, but that would only be robbing 
the poorer horsemen who have an inferior quality 
of racing material. Mr. Whitney has one object in 
view — to breed good horses, race them in the rich 
and fixed events, and then, if anyone wants to 
buy, sell them.” 

When Mr. Rowe refers to fifteen winners out 
of the Whitney band, it means that he has fifteen 
winners out of sixteen starters, or thereabouts, as 
near as he could recall. This is a record of which 
few stables could ever boast, especially viewing 
the conditions from the fact that Mr. Rowe believes 
that he still has plenty of winners left in the 
barns which have not yet faced the starter. These 
will possibly be shown at Belmont Park and other 
Ix»ng Island tracks and at the Maryland courses. 



JOHN SANFORD HORSES IN FRANCE SOLD 



All but Two of Seventeen Head Disposed Of, Includ- 
ing Twenty-Five -Year-Old Voter. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 23.— In 
speaking of the consignment of brood mares which 
be disposed of at public sale in France a few days 
ago. John Sanford said: “Seventeen in all went into 
the sales ring, including the stallion Voter. The 
latter is a quite old horse — twenty-five years of age 

I don’t believe that lie realized much. I placed a 

reserve on all but Voter, and of the baud but two were 
withdrawn, for the reason that they did not realize 
the value which I set on them. The two mares 
which were not sold were Maydora and tilorita. 
The baud brought 408,000 france, wrich in nominal 
times would mean in American money about $80,000.

Mr. Sanford did not say what he intended 
doing with Maydora and Glorita, but it is presumed 
that they will be bred back to some high-class 
French stallion and their product rueeil in that coun- 
try. 



BLUE GRASS FAIR’S GOOD PROGRAM 



Four or Five Running Races for Each of Six Days 
of Meeting Beginning September 1. 



LEXINGTON, Ky., August 23. — In preparation 
for the .Blue Grass Fair racing, which is to be ex- 
ceptional because of the ambitious program that 
judge William II. Shelley has prepared and the 
financial returns therefrom to the owners, many 
horses were at work at the Kentucky Jockey Club 
course this morning. The fair is to open September 
1, and continue six days. There will be four or 
five running races each day. fo\. Robert L. Baker 
will be in the stand with judge Shelley. It is an- 
nounced that no penalties will follow the winning 
of a race at the fair, except, of course, the winner 
of the one race that has been carded for maidens 
will lose its maiden allowance. 

The most impressive move by any of the numerous 
yearlings exercised this morning was that of Galla - 
her Brothers’ brown colt by Dick Finnell — Mill 
Wage. He did his eigiith in 12 seconds with so 
little effort that it was a matter of comment among 
the work watchers. Some of those who were at 
the Saratoga sales are saying this is a much better 
colt than either of the two highest priced ones sold 
there. 

Will Perkins arrived last night from Saratoga. 
The horses he had there, with the exception of Dan 
W. Scott’s two-year-old Harry B., are en route 
to Lexington. 

Harry B. had fever and was not in condition to 
ship, though Perkins is satisfied he will recover. 

The yearling chestnut filly l\v lleno — Geneseo. 
by Onondaga, for which M. E. Moore of Dayton, O., 
paid $600 at Saratoga, died last night at Perkins’ 
stable as the result of shipping fever. 

Former jockey Fred Teahan had his collarbone 
broken Friday .afternoon when ('apt. F. E. Walker’s 
two-year-old Virgo unseated him. 

Bourbon Lad, in the Gallaher Brothers* stable, 
will not lie in condition to race here, the sickness 
he had at Saratoga having left him in a weakened 
condition. 

Pat Dunne arrived here today from Saratoga 
with eleven horses and is quartered in the court 
at the Kentucky Jockey (iub track. 

A. Broaddns arrived from Springfield, III., witli 
six horsis, including II. C. Basch and Port Light, 
and is stabled at the Fair Grounds. 

A. Strode arrived from Aurora, 111., and said two 
carloads of horses will be here from Aurora for the 
Blue Grass Fair. 

E. T. Colton came over today from Louisville. 
He will have four horses to race here. 



NO SANCTION FOR LA SALLE, N. Y., TRACK 

Neither Jockey Club Nor State Racing Commission 
Will Recognize Course Promoted by G. H. Browne. 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 23.— There 
will be no Jockey Club recognition or State Racing 
Commission license for the proposed race track at 
La Salle, N. Y., with which Grant Hugh Browne 
and his clients are planning to tap the Buffalo 
racing territory. That is certain. The stock sell- 
ing stories about a granted license and Jockey Club 
recognition and encouragement are bald fables. The 
mere connection of Grant Hugh Browne with the 
proposed organization at La Salle condemns it with 
the racing rulers of the State of New York. Browne 
is not welcome, neither is any racing organization 
with which he is connected. Mr. Frank R. Hitch- 
cock of the Jockey Club, and one of the stewards 
here, said today: “The Jockey Club does not know 

of the La Salle organization and has not recognized 
or encouraged it.” 

The State Racing Commission has never heard of 
Grant Hugh Browne’s scheme and, if it does, will 
not be likely to welcome it. Therefore, the stock 
selling slogans about Jockey Club license, recogni- 
tion and encouragement are' untrue and deceptive. 
Grant Hugh Browne’s pennant above the La Salle 
project is a black flag and should be so regarded 
by solicited investors. 

As a race track owner, in whole or in part, Grant 
Hugh Browne is an impossibility, and as a race 
track promoter with stoek for sale Grant Hugh 
Browne is financially dangerous and unsafe. 

His associates may be sounder than Browne. If 
they are. they must suffer fronj the judgment usu- 
ally passed on persons in bad company.

TO FOSTER MORE LONG DISTANCE RACES 

Jockey Club Tracks to Offer Substantial Induce- 
ments for Such Racing — Odds and Ends.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 23.— 
The associations racing under the jurisdiction of 
the Jockey Club have been requested to make every 
effort tp provide on their daily programs as many 
races over a considerable distance of ground as 
possible and to give at least every other day one 
race at a mile and a quarter or farther. As an 
inducement to trainers to prepare tlieir horses for 
these races a liberal policy has been adopted by the 
different clubs, and a perusal of the program books 
shows that the purses for these races are of greater 
value than those added to sprint races. 

On the closing day of the Saratoga meeting the 
Saratoga Cup will be featured. This is a race at 
a mile and three-quarters, and among the list of 
cligibles are some of the best horses in training. 
It will giv£ some of the owners of the larger 
establishments an opportunity of showing their 
sportsmanship by sending at least one entry to the 
post, and by doing so they will greatly encourage 
the secretaries at other courses down the line. 

Maryland has made a special effort to popularize 
long-distance races with the horsemen. There is no 
question but what the public likes them best, and 
that they are the only real test for the thoroughbred 
goes without saying. So it is earnestly desired that 
the horsemen will do their part by entering lib- 
erally and then fitting their horses to go to the 
JMISt. 

BRYNGAR GOING TO MONTREAL. 

Bryngar will be shipued to Blue Bonnets to ful- 
fill her engagement there, and jockey Sande will 
probably go on to ride her. On the same day t lie 
Provincial Nursery is run the King’s Plate will 
tie decided. 

Sam Nesbitt, who has Dorante in the stud on the 
Island of Montreal, and who is here taking in a 
few days’ racing, is quite confident that he has 
the winner of the King’s Plate in his stable. Before 
leaving lie will make an effort to engage a com- 
petent jockey to go to Montreal to ride the pick 
of the pair he will send to the post in this event. 

The suggestion has been made that in the event 
of the talked of “special”, between the cracks of the 
older division being given that the owner of The 
Porter be asked to enter. The latter is quite good 
just now’, and it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that he has an excellent chance of winning. 

James Scanlon, at one time employed by Daily 
Racing Form as a correspondent on the California 
tracks, is here for a few days’ racing. Mr. Scan- 
lon came east to attend a convention of insurance 
agents, which will lie held at Atlantic City next 
week. Like all lovers of the sport Scanlon is hop- 
ing that racing will come hack in California in the 
near future. 

John Tait, another well-know’n follower of the sport 
from the Pacific coast, is also here, lie arrived 
yesterday and will remain until the conclusion of 
the meeting. 

BE FRANK FOR BELMONT STAKES. 

William Jennings has decided to send Be Frank to 
Belmont Park to fulfill his engagement in the Bel- 
mont Stakes. After the running of that event he 
will be sent down to Havre de Grace to join the 
remainder of the stable, which will be sent from 
here direct to the Maryland course. 

The Ogden Stable, which is being handled by S. 
Miller Henderson, w’ill be sent from here to Havre 
de Grace and from there to Kentucky. Jockey Rob- 
inson will accompany the stable. 

Several of the riders, among them Joe Dominick, 
will go from here to Timonium. 

“Ham” Keene, who shipped his horses to Ken- 
tucky last night, left for Lexington this morning. 
He w’ill motor from here, J. 0, Keene and H. Bruce 
Head accompanying him. J. O. Keene, after look- 
ing over the mares and yearlings quartered at the 
Iveeneland Stud, will return to Toronto, where he 
will act as judge of the thoroughbred class at the 
big Toronto Exposition. 

J. W. McClelland and trainer Charles Hughes 
have entertained many parties during the present 
meeting at their establishment, w’hich is located at 
Major August Belmont’s private training grounds, 
adjaeent to the Saratoga course. It has been con- 
sidered quite the proper thing here for the society 
folk to make up a party to visit McClelland’s 
training quarters, and after looking over the forty - 
seven yearlings to partake of the chef’s famous 
fried chicken and old Kentucky corn cakes.

Frank Kearns added by private purchase the two- 
year-old Buster R. to his string. He secured the 
half-brother to Buskin of E. F. Whitney. 

Chas. Lansdnle announced that the meeting at 
Oriental Park would begin on Thanksgiving day and 
continue for 100 days or more. 

The three-time winner at the Saratoga meeting 
Beck and Call will be among the string that Geo. 
Peterson will ship to Havre de Grace on Monday. 

A yearling brother to Sun Briar, by Sundridge — 
Sweet Briar, consigned to Willis Sharpe Kilmer, 
was expected to arrive from England yesterday. 

J. S. Looney, who formerly raced several horses 
in partnership with James Itoss, was an arrival 
from Lexington yesterday.

Man o’ War Proves Himself Our 

Best Two-Year-Old.

Cudgel Vanquishes Star Master, 
Exterminator and Sun Briar 
Without Trouble.

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 23.— The 
running of the Grand Union Hotel Stakes firmly es- 
tablished Man o* War as the champion of this year’s 
two-year-olds and likewise removed the last vestige 
of doubt as to his real greatness, for lie beat his 
opponents, including his former conqueror, Upset, in 
the most hollow fashion, the last eighth of the 
three-quarters finding him moving at a little better 
pace than an ordinary canter. Unlike in his former 
start, Loftus had him away from the barrier in a 
forward position and, after measuring strides for 
the first eighth with Upset, he took the lead anil 
just after being straightened for the stretch racing 
it was a hopeless task for the others to displace 
him. Loftus began easing the Riddle colt up in the 
last eighth and this enabled Upset to get as close 
to him as he did. Upset had no difficulty in dis- 
posing of Blazes for second place and Blazes out- 
stayed the others for third place. The stakes had a 
net value to the winner of $7,600. 

The ease with which Man o’ War disposed of 
Upset this afternoon verified the assertions of the 
critics that Man o’ War was easily Upset’s master 
trader anything like even conditions. Jockey Loftus. 
in commenting on the colt’s performance today, 
stated that at no time did he release him from 
restraint. “Don’t know how fast he would have 
run had I allowed him. There was no reason for 
his best speed, as he hail the others seemingly well 
spent to live up to his pace during the first three - 
eighths and the rest of the race was only a canter. 

Only two more races remain for Man o* War, 
according to his owner’s intention at present be- 
fore he goes into retirement for the year. His next 
appearance under colors will be on the closing day 
here, next Saturday, when he essays the task of 
adding the Hopeful Stakes to his list of victories. 
Then he goes to Belmont Park to start in the Fu- 
turity Stakes. He will be sent then to the Glen 
Riddle Farm, there to remain until he makes his 
three -year -old debut at Belmont Park, where he 
inaugurated his brilliant two -year -old career. 

Judged by Ills impressive race this afternoon, 
should he remain in the same superb condition, the 
two remaining stakes, and, by the way, they are 
the richest offerings of the year for two-year-olds, 
are seemingly at his mercy. His one defeat so fur 
this season was under fluky circumstances. 

CUDGEL’S SPLENDID PERFORMANCE. 

Equal interest with the Grand Union Hotel Stakes 
was the running of the Merchants and Citizens* 
Handicap, at a mile and three-sixteenths, for it 
promised a rousing struggle between Cudgel and 
Sun Briar under equal weight assignments, with 
the exception of a year’s difference in ages, the 
Commander Ross representative being a five-year- 
old. The race was not productive of as keen a 
battle as was anticipated, for Cudgel came home to 
the finish practically unattended, and instead of 
the most serious contention coming from Sun Briar, 
it developed from Star Master, with Exterminator in 
third place. The Kilmer pair were intrusted to 
Loftus and Knapp, the former on Exterminator, 
and he was rushed into the lead at once, with Sun 
Briar staying close to Cudgel, and that horse in- 
stantly suffered when Knapp guided Sun Briar 
across in front of him at the seven-eighths post. 
Exterminator then continued in the van, with his 
stablemate following, but Cudgel kept doggedly at 
the heels of the pair until approaching the far turn, 
where Loftus rode his mount wide, and Knapp, an- 
ticipating the action as if it had been previously 
rehearsed, shot Sun Briar through with great speed, 
and had taken a lead of almost five lengths in a 
twinkling. Cudgel, however, was too good a horse 
even to lie denied the victory by a “two-timing” 
process, for he came around tne others, though com- 
ing wide, and an eigiith from the finish he was 
level witli the leaders. At this juncture Sande got 
revenge, for he made for the inner rail and it 
caused a momentary jam, in which Exterminator 
suffered most, and before Loftus could get him to 
recover Star Master had dropped into second place 
and kept in that position to the finish. The run- 
ning of this race clarified in a measure the dif- 
ference of opinion concerning the merits of Cudgel 
and Sun Briar. The latter’s showing was a dull 
one in comparison with that of the victor. The 
race restores Cudgel to his former lofty pedestal. 
Cudgel’s net share of the stake was $2,675. 

The Beverwyck Steeplechase Handicap, . worth 
$1,130 net, was the supplementary feature to 
the other two stakes for the afternoon, and had 
three starters in the interest of two owners, Hibler 
and Elysian being coupled as the F. Ambrose Clark 
entry. IHiublet, which carried J. E. Widener’s 
colors, came to grief at the sixth jump and his

Horsemen Think Revenue at the Spring Meeting 
Justifies Large Distribution for Fall Racing. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., August 23. — The announcement 
front Saratoga credited to Chairman Johnson N. 
Camden of the State Racing Commission, likewise 
president of the Kentucky Jockey Club, to the ef- 
fect that added money to purses in Kentucky this 
fall will 1 h* $800 at Lexington, $1,000 at Louisville 
ami $1,200 at Latnnia, has not been well received by 
horsemen at the local tracks. 

It is undisputed that these figures represent an 
increase over the offerings of last fall, but the 
horsemen are unable to see any justification for a 
reduction in .the amounts added to purses last 
spring. The purses in the spring averaged $S'00 
at Lexington, $1,200 at Louisville and $1,500 at La- 
tonia, and it is recalled by some of the horsemen 
that general manager Matt J. Winn, at the meeting 
of the State Racing Commission on April 24, made 
the statement in the course of his appeal for a re- 
duction from the recommendations of a special com- 
mittee that if the revenue at the spring meetings 
would justify it he would voluntarily increase the 
added money to purses. 

It is contended here that the Kentucky tracks 
at the spring meetings made money beyond the 
expectations of the new management, and that the 
prospects for patronage at the fall meetings are 
equally bright, so they are expressing the hope 
that the State Racing Commission, which, in so far 
as the horsemen are aware, has not acted upon the 
matter of autumn purses, will require at least the 
same amounts that were added last spring. They 
are at loss to understand why, if a cut was merited 
at Louisville and Latonia, a reduction was not made 
at Lexington. 

The State Racing Commission, in the resolution 
adopted April 24 allowing the reductions from the 
report of the special committee, said: “While it 

is true that tlie committee heretofore appointed by 
the chairman of this commission has reported that 
purses of greater value could fairly be given by both 
these associations (Churchill Downs and £<ntonia), 
but believing that the gentlemen who now have

associations will add to those purses until the sport 
in Kentucky will be pointed to by race lovers every- 
where as the greatest in the world.” 

NOT SUPERSTITIOUS ABOUT NUMBER 13 

(BY - EDWARD W. COLE.) 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y„ August 23.— The 
death of Joseph E. Seagram, one of the oldest, if not 
the oldest, of Canadian sportsmen, brings to mind 
many incidents during his life. There was hardly 
a time that lie would not wager on a spider race 
or the toss of a coin when lie knew he liad an even 
chance. On a good horse, or tlie turn of a card, 
lie would stake what to some persons would mean a 
fortune. Mr. Seagram was one of the real sports- 
men of his day. Tom Gallagher, one of the elder 
brigade of turf writers, tells a story in which one 
of Mr. Seagram’s horses played a part. “It was 
at Morris Park,” said Tom, “and Mr. Seagram 
had a horse named Coburg. Old John Daly, once 
the partner of David Gideon, sat in his box and, 
having secn'Cobnrg warm up, -sent his agent to tire 
betting ring with an order to bet $1,000 straight 
and $1,000 place on Coburg. When the messenger 
returned lie pointed to the fact that Coburg’s num- 
l>er on the program was No. 13. “That makes no 
difference to the horse,” answered Mr. Daly; “in 
fact, you just go and double that !>et up and make 
it $2,000 each way. I am like Joe Seagram and 
No. 13 plays no part in my life, not being super- 
stitious. The agent returned, having obtained odds 
of 15 to 1 and 6 to 1 for the money. Coburg won 
the race and Daly instructed liis commissioner to 
always call liis attention to anything which lia^l a 
smack of superstition attached to it so that he 
could go with it. John Daly was one of those 
characters who would much rather go out of liis 
way to walk under a ladder tliau step aside to 
dodge it.

Crack Band of Two-Year- Olds to Contest for Valu- 
able Race to Be Run at Lexington. 

COVINGTON, Ky., August 23.— Tlid impending 
renewal of the Breeders’ Futurity, the Kentucky 
Jockey Club’s greatest produce race for two-yoar- 
«»lds, which will be run at Lexington in the course 
of the first of the fall meetings in the Blue Grass 
state, will attract one of the best two-year-old 
fields that will have been seen under colors all 
season. The Breeders* Futurity will have a value 
of between $10,000 and $15,000 and it will be run 
over the so-called Futurity course of the old Ken- 
tucky Association’s track, which is a little less 
than 200 feet short of three-quarters of a mile. 
Iaist season’s lenewal of the Breeders’ Futurity 
was won by B. J. Brannon’s gelding Colonel Liv- 
ingston. whose only opponents were Col. Taylor, 
Ginger and St. Bernard. It was strictly a westeru 
affair as regards the ownership of the contesting 
youngsters. 

This year’s Futurity, In addition to attracting a 
bigger field, will have more the character of a 
<*ontest between east and west, as had the renewal 
of 1917 when Pnpp, winner of the Belmont Park 
Futurity, racing under the silks of George W. Ix>ft 
of New York, fell a victim to the speed of Kenneth 
I>. Alexander’s Broomstick colt, Escoba. Western 
ownership will lx? represented by colts and fillies 
appearing under tlie silks of former United States 
Senator Johnson N. Camden, president of the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club and chairman of the Kentucky 
Racing Commission; Edward R. Bradley, proprietor 
of the Idle Hour Stud; II. I\ Headley, H. H. Hew- 
itt, John Oliver Keene and his brother, Hamilton 
Keene, the former a member of the state racing 
commission; John E. Madden, master of Hamburg 
Place; McBrayer Moore; Maj. Thomas Clay Mc- 
Dowell, proprietor of the Ashland Stud; W. F. 
Poison, Jerome B. • Respess, John W. Schorr, W. V. 
Thraves and C. T. Worthington. 

FINE EASTERN REPRESENTATION. 

The easterners who are planning to send young- 
sters west for the Breeders* Futurity are such rep- 
resentative metropolitan horsemen as W. R. Coo 
Philip A. Clark, Maj. Robert L. Gerry, Samuel C. 
Hildreth, Capt. Ral Parr of Baltimore, J. IF. Ilosse- 
ter and James W. McClelland. Probably it is 
stretching things a bit to be calling Mr. Ilosseter, 
wlio is now the leading producer of thoroughbreds 
in California, and James W. McClelland easterners. 
Mr. McClelland is a Kentuckian. But Mr. Rossetcr 
and Mr. McClelland do most of their racing on the 
ither side of tlie Appalachian divide and the young- 
sters that will bear their silks in the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity are colts and fillies that have won such dis- 
tinction as they may lay claim to at Saratoga and 
on the tracks about New York City. 

The “Hard Boots” at Saratoga entertain such a 
high opinion of the pow’ers of the western owned 
youngsters High Command of the McDowell stable, 
Best Pal of the Bradley establishment, the bril- 
liant Cotton Blossom of tlie Moore menage and 
the Poison crack. Peace Pennant, a half-brother of 
War Pennant, lie the winner of a half dozen stakes 
in the east last fall, they are convinced that the 
•astern candidates for the Breeders’ Futurity arc 
going to find tlie sledding hard when they come this 
way in September. 

Cotton Blossom and High Command, especially, 
enjoy distinguished consideration among the horse- 
men who raced at Louisville and Latonia. Major 
McDowell considers High Command, a son of Tlie 
Manager and Ellen-a-Dale and a winner in dazzling 
time at Latonia, about as good a colt as lie ever 
bred. And in this opinion many of the shrewdest 
of the Kentucky horsemen coneur. Iligli Command 
is at Saratoga with the McDowell string now, but 
he lias not l.ad a chance to show' the easterners his 
stuff because lie lias been suffering from shin 
bucking. High Command wras not broken last fall, 
while he was still a yearling, and he did not buck 
Ms shins until after he had won at Latonia. But 
he is fast getting over his soreness and lie will 
return to Kentucky in grand condition. 

COTTON BLOSSOM HIGHLY CONSIDERED. 

Cotton Blossom, a superb daughter of Luke Mc- 
Luke and Crownlet, remained in Kentucky after the 
Latonia meeting, and by keeping her out here Mr. 
Moore probably deprived the easterners of the 
privilege of looking on one of the best fyiies of 
the year. Nothing in the filly line that has ap- 
peared in the east all season lias shown more bril- 
liant form than Cotton Blossom disclosed when 
she won the Cincinnati Trophy from By Golly and 
Marjorie Hynes. She had previously won a maiden 
race in impressive fashion. These two, probably, 
are the most formidable of the west’s prospective 
Breeders’ Futurity candidates, but Peaee Pennant 
is beginning to attract attention. 

Nevertheless it is conceded by westerners who 
have looked over tlie eastern -owned youngsters at 
Saratoga that Dominique, Shoot On. Feodor, (’apt. 
Aleock, Biases, Ralco, Hasten On and Hurry 
are two-year-olds that are not to be trifled with 
even by such exponents of speed as High Command 
and Cotton Blossom. 

Dominique, a light-footed son of Peter Quince 
and Berry Maid, is a colt that cost John E^ Madden 
only $300 at the Camden sale of 1918. Like most of 
the sons of Peter Quince, lie developed early and 
after lie had won a couple of races at Belmont Park 
in May in spreadeagle stylo Madden had no trouble 
whatever in persuading Samuel C. Hildreth that he 
was worth $17,500. Dominique was on tlie shelf for 
a long time’ as a result .of an attack of influenza, 
but he is training satisfactorily again and Hiidreth 
has announced that he will come to Kentucky for 
the Futurity at Lexington. Feodor is a $10,000 
brother of Ilodge that is slowly coming into his 
own. He is owned by Major Gerry. 

BLAZES FORMIDABLE CANDIDATE. 

Blazes, a strapping bay colt by Wrack — Blazing 
Star, is one of tlie liigh-class twu-year-olds that 
has developed at Saratoga, and he lias proved that 
lie is good on muddy tracks as well as on the 
fastest going. Blazes has been top weight in a 
couple of Walter S. Vosburgh’s handicaps. In 
Ralco, a sou of Rock View and Black Mantilla, 
Blazes has a stablemate nearly, if not quite, as 
good as he is himself. Ralco beat Wildair at Bel- 
mont Park. Wildair is credited with being the 
fastest colt of the Whitney stable. 

Shoot On, a son of Star Shoot and Offensive, was 
late coming to hand, but lie showed at Saratoga ou 
August 15, when ho outgamed Kallipolis, the win- 
ner of the Spring Juvenile Stakes at Fimlico, in a 
hard homestretch drive that lie is a colt of good 
class. Young Kenneth Karrick will bring Shoot On 
to Kentucky for Mr. Coe, who lias become one of 
the most considerable producers of thoroughbreds 
west of the Mississippi River. Mr. Coe’s stud is 
domiciled in Wyoming. 

Hasten Ou, a son of Great Britain and Crystal 
Maid and Hurry, a son of Rock View and 
MoonYt, art* the erack Juvenile developments of the 
powerful establishment of James W. McClelland, 
and they are conceded to be about as ginul as the 
liest two-year-olds devehq>ed in tlie east. Capt. 
Alcock, a sou of Ogden and Mallard, showed liis 
quality in the Sanford Memorial, one of Saratoga’s 
best two-year-old stakes, to which he was an added 
starter. 
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THREE FASHIONABLE AMERICAN SIRES 

Standing in Racing and in Present Day Breeding of 
Uncle, Jim Gaffney and King James. 

Three young American sires of great note and now 
in their prime are Uncle, Jim Gaffney and King 
James. They all came into being in 1905, and all 
were of great worth in racing. It so happened that 
the peerless Colin was foaled in the same year. 
Sam Hihlreth owned Uncle, and thought he could 
heat Colin. This thought was put to the test 
in the Saratoga Special at Saratoga August 10, 
1007. Only the two started, so it took on the aspect 

of a match. The two grand colts ran head and 

head for the first half mile in 47 seconds, with 

Colin .ending slightly. Then Colin looked Uncle in 
the eye and said: “I’ve got you.” Quoth Uncle: 

“I reckon you have.” And Colin swept away and 
won by a length. However, Colin treated them all 
alike, and Uncle lost no caste in being beaten by 
that wonderful racing machine. Sent into the stud 
early lie speedily established himself as Star Shoot's 
most successful son in stud life. If he had done 
nothing more than send Old Rosebud into racing 

his fame would have been established, but he is 
also the progenitor of many fleet sons and daugh- 
ters. One of these. Motor Cop, is not far from 
being the best sprinter of today when fit and at 
his best.

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SUGGESTS DIVIDING HANDICAP CLASS 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, X. Y., August 23.— Speak- 
ing of the future of racing. Commander Ross today 
declared himself an advocate of more opportunities 
for the medium caliber handicap horses. “I really 
think some sort of arrangement should Ire made for 
the moderate handicap horses,” said Commander 
Ross. “There are so many in that class which have 
so few chances that associations might provide for 
them even if they went so far as to split the big 
handicaps; if not all. some of them putting the 
higher weights together for one race and the middle 
and lightly weighted horses in a sort of second 
division. If such a system could be arranged it 
would provide interesting sport, and there would 
lie opportunities for the middle and lower class 
horses to earn more than they do now. Anyone 
with a moderate handicap horse which is just a 
little too good for a selling plater would have work 
provided for his horse, which would naturally en- 
hance his value, due to its earning capacity being 
increased.” 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

The sixteen sucklings by Sea King, which were 
purchased by Thomas Fortune Ryan of John E. 
Madden, have been shipped from the Hamburg Place 
f irm in Kentucky to the Oak Ridge establishment 
in Virginia. 

Prince Palatine, which is standing at the Ouilly 
Stud, Normandy, France, at 400 guineas, and one 
guinea the groom, has already a full subscription 
list for 1920. and nominations are rapidly coming in 
for the following year. 

Five of the leading jockeys on the Rand — J, 
Simpson, II. Tarr, E. Forsyth, J. Brennan and C. 
Timmins — have had their applications for renewal 
of licenses held over by the Johannesburg Turf Club. 
This means that the riders named will be idle from 
June 2H to September 1, when their applications 
will have to lie renewed. This action would appear 
to be the outcome of the stewards’ iiupiiry into 
certain cases of peculiar running at a recent meet- 
ing, although the findings of that inquiry have not 
been published.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

CHICAGO, 111., August 23.— Weather forecast: 
Illinois — Partly cloudy weather, probably with local 
thundershowers late tonight or Sunday; somewhat 
cooler in north and central portions. Missouri — 

Partly cloudy weather, probably with local thun- 
dershowers late tonight or Sunday; somewhat cooler 
Sunday in northeast jKirtion. General forecast: The 
indications are for local thundershowers on Sunday 
from the western lake region southwestward to 
southeastern Kansas and southern Missouri; other- 
wise generally fair weather will prevail in this 
forecast district until Sunday night. The tem- 
perature will be lower from the northern plains 
states eastward to Wisconsin tonight and in the 
upper Mississippi Valley and the western lake re- 
gion Sunday. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 23. — After having 
told William Cummings, the British charge d’ar- 
Cliives in Mexico City, that his presence in 
Mexico was doomed “incompatible with the state 
in which relations between this’ government and 
Great Britain have stood and do notfr stand,’’ the 
Mexican foreign office is understood to have re- 
lented and Mr. Cummings expects to remain in the 
Mexican capital. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 23.— By a vote of 
9 to 8 the senate foreign relations committee ap- 
proved an amendment to the peace treaty transfer- 
ring German rights in Shantung to China instead 
of to Japan. Senator Lodge offered t lie amendment, 
by which the word “Japan” is stricken from the 
Shantung sections of the treaty aiul the word 
“China” substituted. All the Democratic mem- 
bers and Senator MeComber (Rep.) of North Da- 
kota voted against the amendment. 

CHICAGO, 111., August 23. — The “devil dogs” 
came into their own today when Chicago put on her 
most gladsome raiment and fared forth to do them 
homage. Heroes of the Argonne, Soissons, Cantigny, 



Chateau Thierry, Belleau Woods and Sedan, many 
of whom are still in the service and expect soon to 
return overseas, marched proudly in review through 
the downtown streets to the accompaniment of 
wave upon wave of cheers which literally shook the 
loop with their volume. 

SAX FRANCISCO, Cal., August 23. — The army 
transport Dix, carrying 1,500 troops for Siberian 
replacement, is swinging idly at army docks here, 
her departure delayed by a strike of her crew. 
These men demand a wage increase to equal the 
remuneration received by shipping board sailors. 
The transport Sheridan, which brought in 1,000 
troops from Siberia, will be laid up for repairs. 

PARIS, France, August 23. — Germany, accord- 
ing to reports reaching the bureau of industrial 
reconstruction, has returned to France 27,000 tons 
of material taken during the war. A similar quan- 
tity is being loaded for shipment. Three hundred 
thousand pieces of French machinery, it is said, al- 
ready have been identified in Germany. 

MARFA, Tex., August 23. — Pursuit of Mexican 
bandits by the American punitive expedition Is con- 
tinuing south from the point in Mexico where ail 
American camp lias been established, it was an- 
nounced today. The trails are not considered “hot,” 
however, as the bandits have reached the mountain 
fastnesses, and it is feared have escaped. 

DULUTH, Minn., August 23. — Federal agents to- 
day seized 189.440 pounds of frozen fish held in 
local cold storage. Most of the fisji, it is asserted, 
has been in cold storage since March, 1918. Fifty 
thousand pounds were taken from C. C. Robins of 
Chicago. 

DEVILS LAKE, N. D., August 23. — A report 
reached this city at noon that the forest fires in 
Montana had reached Glacier National Park and 
that Great Northern train No. 4 was four hours 
late, due to picking up tourists fleeing from the 
park.
